NOVEL SCHEME OF BANKING 

IMPROVEMENT 

The following resclution 
approved by the Union for submission 
to the Convention,

wheat upon irrigated lands produced 50.1 
bushels per acre as against 168 bushels 
per acre on nonirrigable lands. 

Be it therefore resolved ;- 

That we do utterly condemn the action 
of the officers of the Department of the 
Interior to play with a matter which in. 
volves the welfare of the farmers in these 
districts more especially after the De- 
partment of the Interior hasturned down 
the proposal of the farmers, for reasons 
such asthe Department of the Interior 
stated, to conduct serious work, as a test, 
along practical farming lines, 

And be it further resolved : 

That the Secretary of our central office 
be requested to present this resolution to 
the next annual convention of the U.F.A. 
for open discussion of the whole matter, 
and further that he send a copy of this

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How to Handle 
Summerfallow

ADVICE 


This year there is probably more 
land in summerfallow in Strathmore 
district than there ever has been in 
the past, and the heavy snow- 
talls of the past few weekshaveput 
lots of moisture into the soil, which 
makes the prospects of big returns 
from this method of farming bright 

Farmers who have summertallow- 
ed land will therefore be interested 
in an address delivered by Mr W. 
UD. Trego, a Gleichen tarmer, on 
the handlieg of land on dry-farming 
methods, betore a farmers conven- 
tion at Coalhurst, Aiberta, last Fri- 
The text of the address has 
been handed us by Mr Henry 
Sorensen, who states in his cover- 
ing letter ‘‘It is the best written 
statement I have ever seen on how 
dry-farming 
methods. and | am sure it would 
be very instructive for those who 
are summerfallowing.” 

Space considerations will not 
permit of us publishing the whole 
of the address, but the extracts 
selected deal with the preparation 
etc , ot the soil for summertal ow. 

Mr Trego, said, in part: 

ESSENTIALS FOR CROP 
RAISING 

If we are to create a permanent, 
‘pack to the land movement”, it is 
essential to determine what methods 
of farming will give the greatest 
returns for the labour invested, not 
one particnlar year, but for a 
ol vears. 

In order to ascertain this it is 
necessary to determine what is re- 
quired to produce the largest: pro- 
duction per acre.

In all plant life there is required 
fertility, moisture, air and warmth 

The more fertility is present in 
the soil the less moisture ts required 
to produce the same growth 

The air in the 
essential as the moisture 
the first thing for the farmer to con- 
sider in the preparation of the 
for a crop. 

Betore the land is plowed there 
is not sufficient air in the soil ts pro- 
duce a vigorous growth, but’ when 
the soil leaves the plow there is too 
much air in the soil and the moisture 
escapes very rapidly, and itis very 
essential to get the land worked 
down so as to drive out the surplus 
air and save the moisture. 

The sooner the soil is worked 
down the less motsture is lost, and 
to determine just how much to 
work the soil down and how firm t 
should be made is the secret wi 
successful farming together with 
the destruction of ail weeds and 
other vegetation which pumps moist- 
ure out of the soil. 

n order to yet the ideal seed bed 
ev should be pulverized and

This would mean what would re- 
main in a seive full of nice fine soll

enongh of the water evaporated so 
as to let some air back into the 
soil. The soilin the seive would he 
in the proper condition to produce 
growth at once if there was the 
proper amount of heat present. 


STANDARD, 


SUMMERFALLOW EVERY 
SECOND YEAR 
My experiences his taught me 
during the past seven years farming 
in Alberta that the proper method 
to adopt is to work the land so as 


to save the moisture which nAture 
gives us. 
In order to do this | would ad- 


vise a system of summerfallowing 
every second season, and let the 
work be done so as not to lose any 
ot the moisture which fills. 

Create a much on your stubble 
land as quickly as possible after the 
crop is cut by a good double disc 
ing. 

This will also cover the weed 
seeds and start them with the first 
sufficient moisture. 

Next be sure to get the land all 
plowed before any of the weeds are 
matured so as to grow again, 

As the weeds are using up the 
moisture from the land very rapidly 
all the time they are growing it is 
very essential to stop their growth 
as socn as possible after they start, 
in fact if you can have the harrow 
going just as they are about to 
come through the ground it is the 
easiest way to kill them aadit saves 
the moisture. 

PACK THE SOIL 

If the land is plowed deep it 
should be packed with a surtace 
packer, as this instrument will pack 
the lower portion of the furrow slice 
and leaves the surface loose to pre- 
vent the moisture from coming to 
the surface and evaporating, 

Any packer which does the 
packing by pressing down on the 
top of the furrow slice cannot do 
the work properly, as it packs the 
land from the surface down so it 
forms a connection from the bottom 
right up to the surface and brings 
the moisture right to the top where 
it will evaporate and float off in the 
air, 

It should be understood that if 
the land is properly packed the grain 
of soil serve the same purpose as the 
wick of the lamp, to bring the mots- 
ture from below up near enough to 
the surface to make it available for 
the seed and plant, but it must not 
be brought right to the surface 
where it can evaporate or it is 
lost. 

It an ordinary roller is used, or a 
packer which packs from the top 
down a harrow should fallow it to 
stir the top so as to create the top 
mulch, 

The subsurface packer cannot 
work wellin shallow plowing, but 
if you only plow from three to five 
inches in depth the packing can be 
done by repeated harrowing, and 
the harrow is a good tool to destroy 
the weeds it is kept going when the 
weeds are just starting, but is very 
little use after the tap roots gets a 
firm hold in the soil, 


HARROW AFTER HEAVY 
RAIN 

If you get a heavy beating rain 
which packs the top mulch down 
and forms a crust on the surtace the 
harrow should be put on as soon as 
the top is sufficiently dry to stane 
working so as break up the connec- 
tion with the lower firm soil as this 
rain willform the connection again 


by running the soil particles 
together and creating a wick to 
draw the inoisture from below to} 


the surtace where it can escape. 
The idea] condition is to get the} 
soil packed so as to form the con-

nection from below up to about 2 
inches or 244 inches of the surface | 
and to keep that amount of soil on | 
the top louse to prevent its coming | 
any higher, and then deposit the) 
seed just on the top of the firm 
soil where it will draw its moisture | 
tormbelo w and where the tiny 
rootlets will have the moisture 
right at hand to feed the young | 
plant when life begins, 

Where the soil is so sandy as to 
blow when it is worked up five 
is where conditions are hardest to 
handle. 

The plowing should be done deep 
and the furrow only turned over on 
edge, so as to leave the stubble 
mixed with the soil to the surface | 
to help hold it from blowing. | 

Then use the subsurtace packer. 
No other kind, as this tool will} 
pack the lower part of the furrow 
without breaking up the small clods 
on the surface.

When you use the harrow to kill 
the weeds use ore with large teeth 
so as to leave the land in small rid- 
ges which will also help to prevent 
blowing. 

Irrigation may prove to be a pay- | 
ing method of farming in years to 
come but not for grain farming 
while our soil is new and full of 
fertility, and the expense of instal- 
ing a system will otf necessity be 
great as wellas the maintainence 
expenses and | would strongly ad- 
vise waiting for a few years until 
you have had more opportunity to 
see the results in other places.

Eye-Witness Tells of Frightful Execu-

Whether the French are really us- 
ing turpenite, the newest war terror!

unsettled is probably due to the habit 
most controversialists display of con- 
fusing the immediate with the remot- 
er effects, or of ignoring one set of 
effects altogether. Military nations, 
such as the Germans, are predisposed 
to affirm the beneficial effects, not 
merely of the preparation of war, with 
the emphasis it lays on discipline and 

ysical fitness, but of war itself as 
enforcing the victory of the strong 
over the weak, or, as they would say, 
of the better over the worst. In the 
view of men like Bernhardi it is a suf- 
ficient justification of war that it elim- 
inaies not enly such a “culture” as 
that of the Aztecs— which appears to 
have been in essentials but a shade 
more flagitious than that which the 
devout apostles of murder and outrage 
are propagating in Belgium—-but any 
euRure whatever that conflicts with 
the ambitions of a state powerful 
enough to make its ambitions effec- 
tive. It is thus the Prussian. inter- 
prets the doctrire of the survival of 
the fittest, simplifying it—and coincid- 
ently brutalizing it--by disengaging it 
from every aspect of morality, Clear- 
ly, however, any negative answer we 
may give based on repugnance to 
Bernhardi’s affirmations does not 
meet the question whethor good or 
evil is the immediate outcome of such 
a war as that now being waged, or 
with what preponderance of one over 
the other we must lay our account, 
All wars, we must believe, are part of 
the diviner plan for the advancement 
of humanity, and when this struggle 
is ended we shall be prepared to ac- 
cept it as marking one more stage in 
the toilsome ascent, But whether we 
shall be able to resume the work of 
progress with a vigour equal to our 
hopes or whether we must pause ex- 
hausted to regain our breath and 
await the slow return of health is a 
question which some critics of the 
situation are inclined to answer in a 
doubtful spirit. 

It is stated, for example, by a writer 
in the “Eugenics Review” that, what- 
ever value war may have possessed 
as a eugenic agent in the earlier his- 
tory of the human race, it is now, “un- 
der modern conditions of mechanics 
and mobility almost entirely dysgenic. 
It is not necessarily the best that sur- 
vive in the warfare of the present 
day, The youngest and the bravest of 
the race are certainly diminished 
in numbers, Prowess in battle has 
no ‘survival value’ in the biological 
sense as regards tle individual and 
little as regards the nation, for even 
the victorious nation, though surviv- 
ing and dominating, multiplies trom 
an inferior stock after the war.” 
Again, “The British Empire, by rea- 
son of maintaining her army on a 
voluntary basis, must inevitably suf- 
fer racially more ~han other nations, 
* * * In the countries with uni- 
versal compusory service che reduc- 
tion in effective males will be spread 
over the entire population; good and 
bad will alike be reduced, In this 
country the types which are physical- 
ly and mentally superior will volun- 
teer for active service, Those of the 
strongest character, possessing most 
love of adventure, the greatest initia- 
tive, the keenest and the fittest will 
lay themselves out to be veduced in 
numbers, The sample of those killed 
will not be the average of the race, 
but the best type of the race, The 
cream of the race will be taken and 
the skimmed milk will be left. Al- 
though the system may give victory 
end national prestige, the racial effect 
must be injurious. It may even be dis- 
as*reus.” The writer has “let himself 
go” and produced some very question- 
able statements. If is, for instance, 
by no means certain that he is right 
in his selection of the “best” type. 
The “best" for what? No doubt for 
the purposes of warfare, and if we 
used for thos» purposes second and 
third rate men we should conviet our- 
selves of inexcusable folly. We are 
all proud of the men who have gone

Farmers in 
the district ranging from township 
10, range 19 to range 26 in the sonth, 
and township 13, range 19 to 26 in the 
north, west of the 4th meridian, are 
not as yet served by any irrigation 
project ,but they have had opportun- 
ity to see the success attained by irri- 
gaticn farmers in the Canadian Pacific 
Railway irrigation belts, These farm- 
ers are deeply in earnest in their ef 
forts to secure irrigation for their dis- 
trict, so much +o that a petition is 
being circulated asking the Dominion

Dairy Butter Must be 
Branded 


The Dairy Industry Act passed 
at last session of the Dominion Par- 
liments deal with the branding or 
printing of dairy butter, as follows: 

“No person shall cut or pack 
dairy butter into blocks, squares or 
prints and wrap such blocks, squar- 
es or prints in parchment paper un- 
less the said parchment paper is 
printed or branded with the words 
‘dairy butter.” 

“No person shall knowingly sell, 
offer, expose or have in his possess- 
ion for salet 

(e) Any dairy 
boxes similar to those 
packing of creamery butter unless 
such packages are branded ‘Dairy 
butter;” 

(f) Any dairy butter packed, 
moulded or cut into blocks, squares 
or prints and wrapped in parch- 
ment paper unless such parchment 
paper is branded *‘Dairy butter;”
